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A LIST OF THE BATRACHIANS AT PRESENT KNOWN TO 
INHABIT SIAM.

< )ur knowledge of’the Batrachian fauna of Siam has increased 
so much since Flower’s article upon 1 lie subject in 18U0, 1 that no 
:ipolog 3 r is needed in publishing this list. A total new of 52 species 
against his original 20, will show how much has been accomplished in 
the last few years. Much, however, still remains to be done. 

Of the frogs of the genus liana, 21 species arc recouled here, 
but many others are known from the neighbouring countries and 
will no doubt be found to inhabit Siam. The curious burrowing 
frogs, Call ala , Glyphoylossus and Calluclla, and the genus Microhyla 
are well represented, and the list of those given must be fairly 
complete. Of liha:ophorus, Leal us and Megalophrys , principally hill 
dwellers, practically nothing is yet known, and many species should be 
discovered in the North and along the Western boundary. 

In general bionomics much also remains to be accomplished, 
and in connection with this subject, 1 should like to draw the attention 
of members of our Society to the extremely interesting work which can 
be done in studying the larval forms of these creatures. 

From Bangkok itself, Flower recorded 12 species, and 1 have only 
been able (o add one more, namely, Or yg loss us Uteris maelcnsi. 
Curiously enough it is one of the commonest frogs and abounds 
throughout the city, liana esctilenla 1 have not included in the 12, 
and doubt if it occurs in Siam at all. In spite of tho wide range of 
this frog across Hi trope and Asia, it has been found nowhere else 
so lar south, and it is more likely that the specimens said to have come 
from Bangkuk have been wrongly labelled and were obtained in China. 

Five more species may ultimately be found to occur in Bangkok, 
as 1 have introduced them myself in the past few years. They are 
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Rana nijroviUatn, R am lateralis , Ghjpltojlossus mollossus , Callnella 
tfutt'dala and Bafo parvus . The firfc named I heard quite recently 
daring a storm of rain, but of the others 1 have had no knowledge since 
their introduction, and they may have died. 

As will be seen from the brief remarks attached to each species, 
very few of those recorded are actually rare in the countiy. The 
majority are common, if not eveiywhere, at least in certain localities ; 
and provided one knows how and where to look for them, there is 
usually no difficulty in obtaining specimens. Frogs and toads are 
chiefly nocturnal in their habits, and man}' have remarkable powers of 
concealing themselves by day. The burrowing frogs, and the representa¬ 
tives of the genus 'Slegalophnjs , are noteworthy in this respect, and in 
many localities I have only discovered their presence by their tadpoles.
